REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicants amended the independent claims to recite an auxiliary bracket interposed 
between the stator and the motor mounting bracket in addition to the other structural 
limitations recited by the claims. The amendment obviates the rejections made in the 
previous office action. The prior art cited and applied in the previous Office action is still 
considered to be the closest prior art. However, the referenced art taken alone or in 
combination fails to teach a driving apparatus for a washing machine as claimed. 
Specifically the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an auxiliary bracket interposed 
between the stator and the motor mounting bracket in addition to the other structural 
limitations recited by the claims. No more relevant art has been found.
